The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In 
combination with the other claim limitations, the prior art does not teach or suggest a 
multilayer ceramic capacitor wherein the crystal particles of the dielectric layers have an 
average particle diameter (D50) and a maximum particle diameter (D 100), wherein the 
average particle diameter (D50) is not less than 0.2 urn and less than or equal to 0.55 
urn, and the difference (D100 - D50) between the maximum particle diameter (D100) 
and the average particle diameter (D50) of the crystal particles of the dielectric layers is 
0.4 urn or less, and wherein a percentage change in the electrostatic capacity before 
and after aging is within 10%.
